On Friday, Jan- 
uary 13, Dr. Kubitschek arrived 
in Paris for a three-day official 
visit. 

It was almost a homecoming for 
him, inasmuch as he had served 
a year’s interneship in the French 
capital as a young medical grad- 
uate. Dr. Kubitschek and _ his 
party were guests at a luncheon 
given by President René Coty. 
Shortly before the luncheon the 
French President had conferred 
upon the distinguished visitor the 
Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honor. 

Parisian Conviviality 

That evening Dr. Kubitschek 
was the guest of honor at a din- 
ner which the National Employers 
Association tendered him. Good 
feeling ran so high at the con- 
vivial gathering that Premier 
Faure discarded his prepared text 
and spoke extemporaneously. Dr. 
Kubitschek tucked his own manu- 
script into his pocket and replied 
in French in the same manner, 
prefacing his remarks with the 
statement, “I feel like a para- 
chutist without my ’chute.”

In that year there were only 120 
plants devoted to the manufacture 
of rubber articles, employing 10,- 
533 workers and returning to the 
government in taxes about 
Cr$129,000,000. By 1953, the num- 
ber of factories had more than 
doubled, reaching, in fact, 291, 
and employing 25,000 workers, re- 
turning to the government in 
taxes Cr$500,000,000. Its total in- 
vestment had_ skyrocketed _ to 
Cr$4,911,000,000 from the 1948 
total of Cr$1,177,000,000.

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Alkali Industry Is 
Getting Under Way 


Mid 1956 is Target Date 
Set for New Industry’s 


Initial Production 


The National Company of A\l- 
kalis has just announced that it 
has now received the bulk of its 
equipment for plant construction 
from those foreign sources which 
it held under contract and that, 
as soon as the machinery is in- 
stalled, production would get un- 
der way. The target date for ini- 
tial operations is now set for mid 
1956. 


This is auspicious news for the 
Brazilian economy, for it is 
widely known that a thriving al- 
kali industry is fundamental to 
the entire chemical industry. The 
absence of a domestic alkali in- 
dustry has been one of the chief 
obstacles in the way of Brazil’s 
industrial development. 


Two Chief Products 

First to be produced will be com- 
mercial soda ash and caustic soda. 
These two are the basic materials 
used by a host of industries. 
Caustic soda is used, among others, 
in producing chemicals, the tex- 
tile industry, refining of petro- 
leum, the production of cellulose 
and the manufacture of paper. 








Prime Users 


| At the present time the largest 


}consumer of caustic soda is the 


textile industry. Then follow in 
order the soap industry and the 
manufacturing of other laundry 


| products. Commercial soda ash is 


consumed largely by glass manu- 
facturers. 

Once alkalis become available in 
larger quantities, a host of other 
industries will be set up. For ex- 
ample, once more alkali can be 
had for the manufacture of rayon, 
this fiber will find many new uses 
and will be sold in a greater 
variety of forms. But this waits 
upon the production of a rigor- 
ously controlled pure caustic soda 
production. 


Pulp and Paper 
Another industry which stands 
to benefit greatly from this new 
activity is that of pulp and paper 
manufacture.
